Ii}inds(;apf; (d* the Im^sI kind is fortunately plentiful enough, and some of the ]>i(*tures which 
deal with the tij^nire in the opi*ii air are of (tommandin^ importance. Mr. Lionel Siiiythi! and 
Mr. Alfred Last fully Justify their reei-nt admission witliin the Aeudemy circle, and Mr. Napier 
I ferny relaxes none of that newly-found \u<^our which brought him also into the fold. .Mr. David 
.Murray ami .Mr Leader still observe the traditions whieh havi* proved during; pa.st yeai*s com¬ 
pletely to tin* taste of the public ; lait Mr. Watcrlow has addeil to his earlier eloj^anee a touch 

of robustue.ss that ain^iirs well for the development of his cupaeity. Mr Tiike must be eredited 

with ImviiijL' produced one of the bi-.st pictures of tlio year, a study of nude fipires in siin1i;;ht. 
It is in motive ami maimer like others that he has exhibited, but it ^oes further, and asserts 
his convictions more didiiiitely than anything which he has paintotl hefori*. 

"riie most, remarkable of tin* few ima^rimitive eanvasos in th(» exhibition are the work of the

iiijiuner contrast obviously with liis romantic iiiventioiis. Mr. Ahlioy, however, is not (juife .so well 
representiMl as in previous years; and as neither Mr. Waterhouse nor .Mr Watts are much in 
evi(li*m‘e. there is no rhaiiee of iiuikiii^ any eflieienf- eomparison lK3tween the now school and thi^ 
old. ihit at least it is evident that there an* amon^ the men who are I'omini^ to the front 
many who will he ipialitied to take the plare of the veti^raiis whc» may in the fulness of time 
fall out. (»f the ranks. 

Happily, to (*omp(*n.sate for Jiny want of eiieriry which the painters may be (*rcditcd with 
ill tlieir supporl of tin* Acadiany exhibition, tho sculptors have never shown so much vitality 
or smdi reailiiuiss t*i strivi* after i^n-at result.s. In ideal work, portraiture, and decorative 
api>lications of the art. sculpture is year hy year winninj' its way to a position of pre-euiinent 
im|>ortancu* that eoutiMsts strani^ely with its low estjito a ji’oneration or so aj^o. It is the one 
power in the art world that seems irrosistihlo. and its inHuenee is tlaily Irocominij more 
eonvinciiiL' < d* this the evidence this spring is bevond dispute; and at a moment when many 
people are disposed to lament an apparent failure of the public to interest themselves in art 
matters, so strikiuLT a revival is e.xtretiudy encouraging'.
